not always an easy or a happy one, 


soual supervision of operations there 
when they begin.

limited, as it will not do for two banks 
in the same State to use the name of tho 
State, and a bank does not want to 
adopt the name of any •then State. In 
this State we have the Bank of Califor- 
nia and the California State Bunk, 
Grangers' Bauk of California and the 
California Savings and Loan Society.

Other States can probably show a simi 
lar condition of things. There is also 
a Nevada Bank in California uud 
California Bank in Nevada, the latter 
being a branch of the one of the same 
name here.

The People of the State of Nevada, rep- 


resented in Senate and Assembly, 


• do enact as follows: 
Section 1. Section seventeen of said 


Act is hereby amended so as to read os 
follows: 


Section 
Seventeen. 
Whenever 
a 


sufficient sumber of persons, by the 
provisions of this Act, citizens of any 
county of this State, subject to military 
duty, shall subscribe to a call for the 
organization of a volunteer company, 
the District Judge of said county, upon 
due application of the persons who 
have subscribed as above, shall appoint 
some suitable person, resident of tho 
county, to open a book, in which he 
shall fix a time and place of meeting, 
for the purpose of organization, by giv- 
ing ten days' notice thereof, by publi- 
cation, iu some newspaper, or by post- 
ing notices in at least three public 
places iu the county; provided, that 
after sixty days after the passage of this 
Act, only one military company in each 
county of this State shall receive State 
support, except as hereinafter provided, 
which support for armory rent or other 
purposes, shall not exceed tho i sum of 
seventy-five dollars per month for each 
company; and provided further, that in 
any county where one military company 
exists, tho District .Judge shall not re- 
ceive applications to organize another. 


SECTION 2. The Lieutenant ' Gover- 


nor is hereby made ex-ofBcio Adjutant 
General, and shall perform the duties 
required by law, 


SECTION 3. Within sixty days alter 


tho passage of this Act, all military 
companies in this State, in any county 
where two or more companies exist, 
shall disband and turn over to the Adju- 
tant General all arms, ordnance, stores 
and other property belonging to the 
State, and all books and papers pertain- 
ing to said companies, as hereinafter 
provided; provided, that any company 
in any county in this State may disband 
and that iu any county having two or 
more companies, the

zatiou and receive State support; and 
provided further, that in any county in 
this State having u population of twelve 
thousuud or more, as shown by the 
census of eighteen hundred aud eighty, 
two infantry companies and one artil- 
lery company shall not be disbanded. 


SUCTION i. 
Within thirty days alter 


the passage of this Act the Adjutant 
General shall officially 
notify all mili- 


tary companies of the provisions of this 
Act. 
He shall also inform the Boards 


of County Commissioners and Couuty 
Treasurer in each uouuly where two or 
more companies exist, of the names of 
tho companies, and that State support 
will be extended to one company only 
iu said county, except as otherwise 
provided iu this Act. He shall, ou the 
disbandonmeiit o£ military companies 
under the provisions of this Act, offi- 
cially inform the State Controller of the 
legally organized companies, if any, in 
any county of this State, 


SECTION 5. 
The commanding officer 


of the company so disbanded shall no- 
tify the Adjutant General of the com- 
pany's readinooH to turn over the State 
property iu the company's possession, 
and the Adjutant General shall receipt 
to said officer for the property thus re- 
ceived .
